HRMgets 
a winter 
walloping 


O Storm batters Halifax with snow, but winds not as high 
as expected © About 45 centimetres of snow since Tuesday

Well, lucky us. 

It seems as far as total snowfall goes for 
yesterday’s major winter storm, HRM hit 
“close to the jackpot for Nova Scotia,” En¬ 
vironment Canada meteorologist Jeremy 
Marsh said last night. 

Upwards of 30 centimetres had fallen 
on the Halifax area by yesterday evening, 
with another five centimetres expected 
overnight and into early this morning. 

“We’ve had much nastier storms than 
this,” Marsh said, referring to storms from 
years past. “It was a pretty widespread 
storm, but in terms of strength it wasn’t 
that bad. 

“If you want to compare it to White 
Juan, that was much, much stronger.” 

Still, the storm packed a pretty good 
punch. 

Marsh said the worst of the snow fell 
between 3 and 5 p.m., with about 15 cm 
coming down in that time period. 

In Saclcville, Marsh estimated about 10 
cm of snow fell in an hour. He called that 
an “extreme amount.” 



The storm basically shut down the mu¬ 
nicipality by yesterday afternoon, with 
most getting off work early before the 
worst of it hit. 

Police say accidents were veiy minimal 
considering the conditions, as most heed¬ 
ed warnings to only be on roads if they 
needed to be. 

“ft seems people are at home, staying 
home,” said Halifax RCMP Staff Sgt. Gerald 
Grobmeier. “And those driving are driving 
carefully enough.”

More than 1,000 students 
braved blizzard condi¬ 
tions yesterday to protest 
what they call the 
province’s high costs for 
post-secondary education. 

It was the largest crowd 
to turn out for the Canadi¬ 
an Federation of Students’ 
National Day of Action in 
recent memory. 

The students were call¬ 
ing on the Darrell Dexter 
government to reduce tu¬ 
ition fees. 

“Back when the NDP 
was the Opposition, they 
promised to reduce tu¬ 


ition fees,” said Gabe 
Hoogers, CFS Nova Scotia 
representative. 

“They have gone back 
on that promise.” 

The group gathered in 
Victoria Park at 1 p.m. Af¬ 
ter speeches and chants, 
they began their march to 
Province House. 

A handful of Halifax 
Regional Police attempted 
to block off Spring Gar¬ 
den Road and divert the 
students to Sackville 
Street. But after the 
crowd stalled in the inter¬ 
section and began moving 
toward the blockade, po¬ 
lice relented and moved 
out of the way. 

“Sometimes, when 


you’re dealing with large 
masses, you have to be 
fluid in your decision¬ 
making,” said police 
spokesman Const. Brian 
Palmeter. “In this case, we 
wanted to try and work 
with protesters.” 

The crowd made its 
way down Spring Garden 
to Barrington Street and, 
finally, to Province House. 

“We’ve been left out of 
decisions that will affect 
us in our day-to-day lives,” 
said Hoogers, who attends 
the University of King’s 
College — Dexter’s alma 
mater. 

“So we’re here to tell 
the Darrell Dexter govern¬ 
ment that they need to

listen to us — they need 
to listen to the population 
that elected them.” 

The protest came a day 
after Advanced Education 
Minister Marilyn More an¬ 
nounced the government 
is ending a three-year 
freeze on tuition fees.

A disabled Halifax woman 
is questioning why provin¬ 
cial funding for the hourly 
wage of a home-care work¬ 
er is almost $8 lower when 
she directly hires the care¬ 
giver than when she re¬ 
ceives help through an 
external agency. 

Karen Larsen’s case came 
up yesterday during a hear¬ 
ing before a legislature 
committee examining the 
funding of programs for 
persons with disabilities. 

Diana Whalen, the Liber¬ 
al member who represents 
Larsen, said it’s illogical the 
Community Services De¬ 
partment would provide an 
agency with $17.50 per 
hour for a person to assist 
her but only budgets for 
$9.65 per hour when she 
hires the worker herself. 

“If you give somebody 
minimum wage to replace 
the person they used to 
have under a service 
provider, they don’t have 



the capacity to hire some¬ 
body with the qualifications 
because they don’t have the 
funding,” said Whalen. 

Whalen said the care 
from a service provider was¬ 
n’t meeting Larsen’s needs 
and argued it shows the 
higher price tag doesn’t 
produce good results. 

Larsen has spastic cer- 
bral palsy and is in a wheel¬ 
chair. 

A Community Services 
official said the reason for 
the higher wages for care¬ 
givers hired through agen¬ 
cies is they are required to 
meet specific standards.

Storm rages

The other has the federal 
Human Resources depart¬ 
ment spending big bucks to 
air prime-time Economic 
Action Plan ads touting job- 
skills training programs — 
even though the costliest of 


these programs were bank¬ 
rolled in January 2009 and 
are set to expire at the end 
of next month. 

All three campaigns — 
the party’s, the tax collec¬ 
tor’s and Human Re¬ 
sources’ — began airing 
over a one-weelc period 
from Jan. 10 to Jan. 17.

Romania has an 
estimated 1.5 million 
Roma, but officially the 
figure is said to be about 
500,000.

Electronics 
spending in 
2010 down 
slightly 

Canadians spent a total of 
$11.5 billion on consumer 
electronics in 2010 with 
TVs and personal comput¬ 
ers driving the sales. 

But the NPD Group says 
overall spending on 
consumer electronics in 
Canada was down slightly 
last year — off 1.1 per cent 
from 2009. 

NPD Group’s director of 
consumer electronics Mark 
Haar says prices for a num¬ 
ber of products in “hot” 
categories for consumers 
have come down, which 
partly explains the year- 
over-year decline in spend¬ 
ing. 

For example, sales of flat 
panel TVs grew 19 per cent 
in 2010 versus 2009, while 
prices fell. 

Haar says the average 
price of a 32-inch flat panel 
TV — the most popular 
size — was $363 last 
December, versus about 
$443 for the same period in 
2009. In 2007, the same flat 
panel TV was $720.

Loonie, oil up amid Egypt unrest 


The Canadian dollar 
gained against the Ameri¬ 
can currency for a second 
straight day amid higher 
oil prices, which rose yes¬ 
terday as investors took in 
increased violence in 

Egypt- 

The loonie climbed 
0.27 of a cent to 101.19 
cents US. 

Egypt’s upheaval took a 
dangerous new turn as 
several thousand support¬ 
ers of President Hosni 
Mubarak attacked anti¬ 
government protesters in 


Cairo, sending the March 
crude contract on the 
New York Mercantile Ex¬ 
change up nine cents to 
$90.86 US a barrel. 

The March crude con¬ 
tract has risen more than 
six per cent over the past 
four sessions on worries 
that Egyptian unrest 
could result in a closure of 
the Suez Canal. 

“That’s the political 
risk premium coming 
back in,” said Gavin Gra¬ 
ham, global strategist for 
Excel Funds Management. 


“It’s not so much it’s a 
big oil producer, it’s the 
fact you have the Suez 
Canal and the pipeline 
and so it’s something like 
four per cent of world oil 
supply going through 
there.” 

March copper in New 
York was off about a third 
of a cent from Tuesday’s 
latest record-high close at 
$4.55 US a pound.

Middle Eastern airline 
landing in Canada 


Qatar Airways plans to en¬ 
ter the Canadian market 
this summer by offering di¬ 
rect flights between Doha 
and Montreal, the head of 
the Middle Eastern airline 
said yesterday. 

The airline plans to offer 
three weekly round-trip 
flights on Boeing 777 air¬ 
craft as part of its aggressive 
global expansion, chief ex¬ 
ecutive officer Alcbar A1 
Baker told reporters in 
Brussels. 

Qatar, which began offer¬ 
ing flights to Belgium on 
Monday, plans to reach 120 


major destinations by 2013. 
It currently flies to 95 desti¬ 
nations, with Houston, 
Washington and New York 
being its only North Ameri¬ 
can stops.

Canadian film needs help 
— not because it’s bad, but 
because it’s good.

Therein lies the problem. 
While I will likely see both 
those films, you can bet that my 
chances of seeing any of the 
other Genie nominees is the

Twilight 4, the one where 
Edward Cullen comes out of the 
closet (but only when invited). 

The problem is not Canadian 
films, which are usually 
excellent. It’s that we, as a 
nation, suck at hype. 

Filmgoers consume pop cul¬ 
ture the same way people buy 
groceries: We go for what’s at 
eye-level first, the less reaching 
the better. We will go to what 
has exciting trailers, fast food 
tie-ins, and off-camera 
controversy. 

Subsidies for Canadian film 
should be used to put money 
where our mouths are — keep¬ 
ing Canadians talking about 
film all year round, no matter 
what the movies are. Here are a 
few ideas: 

MCDONALD’S MEALS: There are 
difficulties promoting Canadian 
films, given their typical subject 


matter. For instance, the great 
Canadian movie The Sweet 
Hereafter is a heartwarming sto¬ 
ry of incest, paralysis, and dead 
schoolchildren, which are diffi¬ 
cult concepts to build a Happy 
Meal around, even with the 
damaged school bus toy. So I 
propose Melancholy Meals that 
embrace the ennui of a Canadi¬ 
an winter and give our children 
something bigger to chew on. 
For instance, you can have a 
burger your way, or you can 
have Barney’s Version, complete 
with chewed-off cigar bits for 
dessert. 

ADULT FILM TIE-INS: For exam¬ 
ple — PassionDales, or Sex, Lies, 
And Videodrome. 

Finally, imagine the stirring 
scene if Ricky Gervais hosts the 
Genies. 

Ricky Gervais: Good evening 
... you bunch of sods!

With the proper hype, the 
Genies could become just like 
the Oscars. People will have Ge¬ 
nie pools where they try to 
guess the winner of Best Actor 
You Know From Somewhere, 
people will ooh and aah at what 
Gorden Pinsent is wearing this 
year, and the girl in the shower 
in Porky’s will captivate during 
her lifetime achievement 
speech.

Last 
February he sat down with 
Norman Jewison and Pre¬ 
cious director Lee Daniels 
to talk about the represen¬ 
tation of black people in 
film. And last week at the 
Varsity Cinemas he had the 


chance to speak with Spike 
Lee. 

“She’s Gotta Have It was 
a big influence on me as a 
young person trying to fig¬ 
ure out what they wanted 
to do with their life,” he 
says. “Up until that point 
film was mainly a hobby. It 
was quite inspiring. And it 
ushered in another wave of 
black cinema.” 


Education guide highlights black history 


Students across the coun¬ 
try are being provided 
with a primer on black his¬ 
tory in Canada just in time 
for Black Histoiy Month. 

The Historica-Dominion 
Institute is behind the 
Black History in Canada 
Education Guide, which 
has been shipped to more 
than 3,000 high schools. 
The institute is the coun¬ 
try's largest charitable or¬ 
ganization dedicated to 
Canadian history, identity 
and citizenship. 

Jeremy Diamond, the 
institute’s director of de¬ 
velopment and programs, 
said the idea stemmed 
from the success they had 
creating a similar cam¬ 
paign around Paul Gross’s 
film Passchendaele a cou¬ 


ple of years ago. 

They encouraged the 
filmmakers to work with 
them on a public educa¬ 
tion campaign to help 
drive youngsters to the 
movies to learn more 
about the country’s histo¬ 
ry and the First World 
War. 

“What we wanted to do 
with this guide in a simi¬ 
lar vein is to use a popular 
book, like The Book of Ne¬ 
groes, as a foray into learn¬ 
ing about the experience 
of black history in Cana¬ 
da,” Diamond said in an 
interview Tuesday. 

He said the guide focus¬ 
es on the story of black 
Canadians and black histo¬ 
ry in Canada over 400 
years, while drawing on

Lawrence Hill’s award-win¬ 
ning novel as an example 
of the black Canadian ex¬ 
perience in the 19th centu¬ 
ry. The guide also includes 
a message from the au¬ 
thor. 

The Book of Negroes 
tells the story of an 11- 


year-old girl who is abduct¬ 
ed from her village in West 
Africa and enslaved in 
North Carolina. She forges 
her way to freedom years 
later, serving the British in 
the Revolutionary War and 
registering her name in 
the Book of Negroes, a 
record of some 3,000 black 
Loyalists who left the U.S. 
to resettle in Nova Scotia. 

Diamond said they use 
different subjects or 
themes such as slavery 
and human rights which 
they’re able to draw from 
the book to explore the 
larger perspective of black 
history in Canada. 

“We often think of the 
United States, we often 
think of the Civil War and 
slavery, but we have our 
own story here in Canada 
when it comes to black 
settlement,” he said. “It’s 
talked about in the book, 
and we expand on that as 
part of the guide to be 
used in the classroom.” 

The guide is supple¬ 
mented with a website, 
www.blaclchistorycanada. 
ca that has interactive 
learning tools and online 
resources. The guide is al¬ 
so accessible through the 
site. 

It also features a time¬ 
line of key events, from 
the arrival in 1605 of 


Mathieu Da Costa, a trans¬ 
lator for Samuel de Cham¬ 
plain thought to be the 
first black person on Cana¬ 
dian soil, to Michaelle Jean 
becoming the country’s 
first black governor gener¬ 
al in 2005. 

Contemporary culture 
and modern-day figures 


are also highlighted, in¬ 
cluding the late jazz pi¬ 
anist Oscar Peterson, 
musician K’naan, film¬ 
maker Clement Virgo, au¬ 
thor Austin Clarke and 
Toronto Argonauts vice¬ 
chair and retired player 
Mike (Pinball) Clemons.

Making your own Chinese 
New Year feast at home 
doesn’t have to take too 
much effort.

“We feel like this will 
not affect us from a prepa¬ 
ration standpoint at all,” 
Green Bay coach Mike Mc¬ 
Carthy said. 

Highland Park’s facility 


opened in August, and is 
comparable in quality to 
the one at Texas Christian 
University that the Pitts¬ 
burgh Steelers moved into 
yesterday. Both buildings 
are NFL-calibre. 

Such quality at TCU is 
one thing. But a high 
school? 

That’s how it goes in 
Texas, especially the Dallas- 
Fort Worth area. There are 
megamillion prep palaces 
all around, with a $60-mil- 
lion outdoor stadium going 
up. 

Highland Park is among 
the wealthiest suburbs in 
the nation, so the district 
could afford the pricetag.
